AT A REVIVAL MEETING 


A Counterfeiter 
Peaches on the 


Rest of His Gang. 


Waco, Tex., Aug. 29.—The federal 


authorities here have discovered a 
counterfeiting system of large propor- 
tions, and have captured a complete 
outfit for the manufacture of bogus 
silver dollars in imitation of the United 
States coins of that denomination The 
first clew was furnished by Edward D. 
Ennis, who attended revival meeting 
and after professing conversion, rose in 
the congregation and stated ythat he 
was, a counterfeiter. The arrest of 
Ennis was followed by the arrest of 
John Mitchell and H. S. Shaney. 


When the prisoners were arraigned 


Ennis repeated his confession and gave 
details which lead to the finding of the 
camp near Hill county, at which place 
the metals, rollers and crucibles were 
spattered around like common pots and 
pans.' Ennis told Commissioner Fink 
that seven factories for the manufac- 
ture of the spurious coin existed in the 
United States. 
The syndicate was 


called the Royal Manufacturing com- 
pany. 
It is stated by Ennis that 


agencies of the counterfeiting corpora- 
tion exist in Canada aud Mexico. He 
also says operations are going on in 
New York and Chicago. 


A consignment of 2,000 Mexican dol- 


ars was received in Waco a few days 
ago, it is said, and was used in the 
manufacture of the 
spurious coins. 


Another consignment of 10,000 Mexi- 
can dollars arrived here a few weeks 
ago, but was forwarded by Enuis to 
some other point.

Squaw Men Kick and Fight. 
Gu'thrie, Ok'la., Aug. 29.—The squaw- 


men in the Seminole Indian reserva- 
tion are in open revolt and threaten to 
exterminate the full-bloods. 
At the 


last session of the Seminole council a 
law was passed ordering all white men 
ivho married Indian women to leave 
the nation. There are 800 squawmen. 
Wednesday, when a body of police In- 
dians attempted to put the council laws 
into execution an open battle took 
place, in' which three Indians were 
killed. Great excitement exists and 
further bloodshed is looked for. Troops 
from the First cavalry are on the way 
to the scene of the trouble. 


For several years it has been the 
practice of white men to go into the 
nation, marry an Indian, woman and 
thus obtain sixty acres of land. The 
effort of the full-bloods and half-breed 
Seminoles to break up his practice 
causes the trouble.

Winnipeg, Man., Aug. 29.—Premier 


Laurier's efforts to settle the Manitoba 
parochial school question seem to be 
futile. -The compromise accepted by 
the Greemvay government does not 
suit the Roman Catholics. The official 
organ of Archbishop Langevin, who is 
now in Rome consulting with the pope 
on the question, has this to say in a 
leading editorial: 


"Nothing but our separate parochial 


schools will satisfy us. A settlement 
which restores to us only i..a phost of 
the'shadow of our rights we" will never 
accept. The bare permission for the 
clergy to visit schools and teach cate- 
chism will not do. To put a plaster 
over a festering sore only makes it 
break out with renewed virulence else- 
where." 


Oil In Alaska. 


Seattle, Wash., Aug. 29.—-A. H. Eddy, 


of Hartford, Wash., an ex-member of 
the state legislature, has returned from 
Alaska, where he" reports having dis- 
covered two great patroleum wells in 
the mountains not far back from the 
coast and ',-ithin about 100 miles from 
Juneau. .He brought samples of crude 
oil, which he proposes to have tested. 
Chere is a flow ol about 200 to 300 bar- 
rels daily, Eddy alleg-es, from each 
well, and he thinks it not improbable 
that this section may rival the great 
fields of Pennsylvania. 


Statue of the Republic Destroyed. 


Chicago. Aug. 29.—At an early hour 


Friday moraing the statue of the re- 
public which stood at the -head of the 
grand basin in Jackson park during 
the Columbian exposition, was burned 
by order of the South Side park'com 
missioners. The figure eostaboutS25,- 
000 and was sixty feet high, standing 
on a pedestal forty feet in height. The 
cost of gilding the figure, which was 
made of staff, was about $3,000. When 
the fair grounds were scourged by fire, 
which destroyed some of the huge 
buildings and swept away in a nighl 
those features most familiar of sight- 
seers, "Republic" stood as if defying 
that element of ruin. The decree oi 
final destruction was long in coming, 
for the heroic emblem was a landmark 
around which clustered a host of mem- 
ories. 


Constantinople, Aug. 29.—The riots 


ivInch 
caused so much excitement 


hroughout Constantinople are appar- 
utly at an end. The leaders of the 
nob which attacked the officers of the 
)ttoinan bank surrendered and will be 
xpelled froiu Turkey. The official ac- 
oimt of the troubles attributes the 
lots to an organized effort on the part 
jf central committee of Armenian rev- 
>lutionists to stir up a revolution. The 
nvaders, as if by a preconcerted ar- 
•angement suddenly entered the great 
mil of the Ottoman bank armed with 
•evolvers,daggers and dynamite bombs. 
Terming in small groups ^they were 
iccosted By the officers of the guard, 
vho demanded from them a statement 
of their business with the bank. With- 
out stopping- to reply they blew out 
lis brains and then killed and behead- 
ed the gendarmes, throwing the heads 
of the. dead men out into the street. 


During the resultant confusion 
they 


closed the doors of the bank and hurled 
i number of bombs into the street. 
Pour Turkish ladies, who were driving 
along in a carriage, were blown to 
pieces by the explosion of one of the 
lynamite bombs. 
Two of the French 


imployes of the bank, while descend- 
ng from, the window by means of a 
•ope, were wounded by one of the ex- 
plosives. They narrowly escaped with 
their lives by reason of timely inter 
vention by the imperial troops. } 
It it known that a great many per- 


sons have been killed, but it is impossi- 
ble to ascertain the exact number ow- 
ing to the prevalent excitement and the 
desire on the part of the Armenians as 
well as the Turkish authorities to keep 
the identity of the killed aud wounded 
a secret. 
The Armenian patriarch has 


excommunicated all Armenians co'. - 
cerned in this latest uprisin"-. •

OUTRAGES UPON ITALIANS 


BRAZIL MUST STOP. 


IN 


Outlook Seems Good for a Row 


Between the Two Countries. 


New Yor1.:, Aug. 20.—The Herald's" 


correspondent in Rio Janeiro, Brazil, 
telegraphs that the Italian representa- 
tive has protested against the outrages 
committed upon citizens of his country 
and has asked that prompt reparation 
be made. 


It is believed that Italy sent to tho 


Brazilian government an ultimatum 
covering all the questions at issue. 
The greatest secrecy is observed by all 
parties concerned, but it is understood 
that Italy tisks what Brazil intends to 
do, and tixes.a time within which an 
answer to the ultimatum may be made. 


The Italian government supports

London Gas Company Employes 


Enjoy Co-Operation. 


New York, Aug. 20.—A London dis- 


patch savs: 
There was an interesting 


scene E\jOay in the big yards of the 
South Metropolitan 
Oas Company, 


where 2,000 employes, many accom- 
panied by their wives, assembled to 
hear the annual report and announce- 
ment of bonus. 
This company each 


year pays its workmen a. bonus on the 
wages earned by them, regulated ac- 
cording to the price of gas. The report 
announced that on the price for the 
past year the bonus was 7J£ per cent., 
and that the total amount to be dis- 
tributed Saturday would be 8100,000. 
In the course of his speech, Jloa. 
George Livesey, the president of the 
company, said that since the bonus 
system was established seven years 
ago the employes had invested 8200,000 
in the company's stock and that the 
bank of the gas works had nearly a 
half million dollars in their savings, 
upon which 4 per cent, interest was be- 
ing paid. It was also pointed out that,

I believe the struggle now'going on 


in this country and in other countries 
for a single gold standard would,' if 
successful, produce widespread disas- 
ter in and throughout the commercial 
world. The destruction of silver and 
establishing gold as a sole unit of 
value must have a ruinous effect upon 
all forms of property except those im- 
provements which yield a fixed return 
in money. It is impossible to strike 
silver out of existence as money with- 
out results which will prove distressing 
to millions .and disastrous to tens of 
thousands. I believe gold and silver 
coin to be the money of the constitu- 
tion; indeed, the money of the Amer- 
ican; people anterior to the constitu- 
tion,, which the great organic law rec- 
ognized as quite independent of its 
own existence. - No power was confer- 
red on congress to declare either metal 
should not be money. Congress has, 
in my judgment, no power to demone- 
tize gold.

but it would hardly be greater than 
there is HOW, and it would soon disap- 
pear. There would be no bond issues, 
and no more worrying about the gold 
reserve than there was in the eighties, 
when less than half as much gold was 
drawn out of the treasury in ten years 
as there was last year in a month. 
Bryan would ask Congress for legisla- 
tion to increase the revenue, and he 
would get it, which MoKinley conid 
not. Then, with a surplus instead of a 
deficit, and an eud of speculative raids 
we should prosper as we did ten years 
ago, 
our cnrency would be in a healthy 


condition, and we should stop fighting 
over silver. McKinley's election means 
financial chaos—it means tho perpetu- 
ation of deficits and bond, issues— 
means all the evils of free coinage I 
without its advantages, until we turn 
in desperation to free coinagef itself for 
relief.

Misses Haves. 


The powder fiend is dead. The man 


who maae four attempts to blow up 
the town met a tragic death at his own 
hands Friday afternoon at a few min- 
utes after three o'clock. 
And it was 


not Tom McKee, the suspect, but a 
half -crazed young man— William Hin- 
son. The evidence of his guilt is con- 
clusive beyond the shadow of a doubt. 
McKee will be released as soon as the 
proper legal ateps can be gone through 
with, and everybody is saying, "I told 
you so!" There was no confession 
found in- the pocket of the suicide. 


The tragic suicide of Hinsqp, and' 


the subsequent finding of the dangerous 
explosives under .the house causeed al- 
most as much excitement in the city as 
the blowing up of the church on the 
Saturday night of July 18th. Hinson 
was never suspected of being the dyna- 
miter 
until about two weeks ago. 


Schlesinger, that f 200 Cincinnati de- 
tective who was so sure that McKee 
was the guilty party, never had 'an 
inkling of a thought that Hinson was 
the guilty man. The credit of solving 
the mystery belongs chiefly to Marshal 
Watkins. The police were never so 
positive of McKee 's guilt as to give up 
their investigations. Hinson has been 
under suspicion for two weeks, but the 
matter was kept so quiet that only one 
or two outside of the police force knew 
what was developing. 


The first intimation the police had 


that Hinson might be the man they 
wanted was received through a letter 
written by him and dropped in the 
yard of Mike Hungeford, who lives a 
neighbor to the Hiusons. The author- 
ties were startled by the striking simi- 
larity of writing and language to that 
of the annonyomus letters and cards on 
the church door. The marshal then 
sent a decoy letter to Hinsoii purport- 
ing to be from one "Annie Kelley. " It 
was expected that 
Hinson would 


answer it, but there was something 
wrong, and the answer never came. 
Another letter was tried, but with no 
better success. 
The marshal 
then 


learned of a young lady. Hiuson was 
smitten with and to whom he had 
written several very insulting letters. 


Every means was employed to get 


Hinaon's signature, or writing of some 
sort, so that it might be compared with 
the letters received by the mayor. 


Sam Baird was taken into the secret 


and was sent over to the house the 
other day and tried to hire Hinson as 
conductor on the street cars. 
Hinsou 


said he did not want to work and 
would not sign aii application for a 
position of any sort. 
Yesterday the 


marshal prepared the following lotter, 
signed by the young lady to whom 
Hnison had written the insulting let- 
ters: 


Mr. Hinsori : — •! have found out now 


that you have been writing notes to me 
and I wish yon would stop and apolo- 


revolver, which had just been^osed 
with such deadly aim. There were 
four loads in,it and an empty shell, 
which told the story. 
A string about 


three feet long was tied around it in 
such .a manner that by pulling it the 
gun would go off. There is no doubt 
he had it fixed ready to shoot the first 
man who should venture into the cellar 
after him. His nerve failed him, how- 
ever, at the last moment, and instead 
of shooting Officer Williams, he leveled 
the weapon,at his own heart. 


The cellar is about twelve 
feet 


square. Opening back under the front 
portion of the house was a small win- 
dow for ventillation. Taking a lamp, 
Officer Stokely crawled back under the 
house, and in the farthest corner dis- 
covered the missing three kegs of blast- 
ing powder and two ,of rifle powder 
stolen from the powder house of Rich- 
ardson, Neudorfer & Silcox. 
A piece 


of pump-stock, four feet long, which 
exactly matched on the piece found in 
the cellar of the church by the janitor, 
was also recovered. 
A cigar box con- 


taining a piece of pillow-slip torn into 
two-inch widths was found and ex- 
pained how his fuses had been made. 
There was no dynamite or other explo- 
sives found other than the five kegs of 
powder. 
The three 'kegs of blasting 


powder had never been opened," but the 
two rifle kegs had been used up about 
half. 


William Hinsou was the second son 


of Jolin Hinson, carpenter at Spring 
Lane distillery, and au honest, hard- 
worikng, respectable citizen. 
They 


live on the northeast corner of Tenth 
and Offuere streets. 
The family is an 


unfortunate one. They formerly lived 
on the West Side, near Union Mills, 
but moved to Portsmouth seven years

WILLIAMS DIDN'T DO IT. 


A report has been ' circulated that 


Officer Williams shot Hinson in mak- 
ing the arrest. .It is false and without 
foundation. The bullet found in Hin- 
son's body was a 82-calibre and fitted 
exactly in the empty shell taken from 
the old revolver taken from Hinsons" 
hand after the shooting. Williams gun 
shouts a 38 calibre. 
Immediately on 


the arrival of the coroner Williams 
turned his revolver over to him. 
It 


had not been fired. There was no oc- 
casion for the officer to shoot, and the 
coroner's inquest will completely exon- 
erate him. 


JUDGE OSBOBN KNEW IT. 


Probate Judge Osborn, before whom 


McKee was brought for a rehearing 
from Mayor Row's .court, belongs to 
the "I told yon so" class. He had an 
idea all along that the mischief was 
being done by some follow with a lot 
of loose screws in his head. 
He thinks 


if the police had worked on that the- 
ory in the start Hinson would have 
been arrested long ago.^ The Judge 
suspected Hinson before the police 
caught onto him. 
Hinson has been 


plainly demented for several weeks an

This was just what the police want- 


ed, and Officer Williams was sent over 
10 the house to place Hinson under ar- 
rest. The marshal and Officer Mc- 
Farland stood on the corner by the 
power house. Williams found Hinson 
out in the stable loft. He was bare- 
leaded, and when placed under arrest 
started right along with the policeman 
without saying a word. 
When he 


reached the house he asked to go in 
and get his hat. 
Williams followed 


trim. He looked abont the kitchen and 
then said it was down cellar, the door 
to which opens under a stairway in the 
kitchen. Williams started to follow 
him in the dark cellar. As Hinson • 
reached the foot of the cellar steps he 
reached np on the cellar -wall. Wil- 
liams saw a string dangle in the air 
and then the flash from the revolver. 
Hinson fell in his arms and he man- 
aged to get him np the steps and mo- 
tioned the marshal and Officer McFar- 
land to come over. Dr. Foster was 
called at once, bnt Hinson expired be- 
fore he could arrive. He never spoke 
after being shot, and bis death was a 
•violent one, the blood bursting in a 
stream from his nose and month. 


A few minutes after the shooting

ago. The mother dropped dead about 
three years ago while crossing the 
Scioto bridge. About a year ago Ella, 
the oldest daughter, became mentally 
unbalanced and tried to commit suicide 
by jumping into the canal at Union 
Mills. She returned from the Athens 
Asylum only a few weeks ago. Her 
insanity was supposed to have been 
caused by religious excitement, at- 
tending revival meetings at the Second 
Presbyterian church. 
William always 


hated the church, thinking it to be the 
cause of all their troubles, and such 
was his motive, the police think, in | 
trying to blow it up. He was, only 
practicing on the power house and 
school building, getting ready for more 
important work. 
The police believe 


him to have been just getting ready to 
explode the balance of'his powder. The 
last few nights he has been out until 
two and three o'clock in the morning. 
Thursday night the police, spotted him 
until two o'clock. 
He speut much 


time down about the Scioto bridge, 
and there are many reasons for believ- 
ing him to have been getting ready to 
commit suicide. 
Officer Heisel has 


pulled him off the railroad track many 
times during the last few days, just in 
time to save him from being run over. 
Thursday he was observed to be sharp- 
ening up his razor, and one of his folks 
ivsking him if he was going to shave, 
received the answer that he was going 
to do some bloody cutting. 


None of the family knew of the 


presence of the powder under the house 
and iiever by word or action did he in- 
timate to any of them that he knew 
anything about the the explosion. It 
was a very easy matter for him to slip 
the powder under the house through a 
small half-window opening into the 
cellar from the north side of the house. 
He never worked any and has had no 
regular employment for more than 
three years. He was always very qniet 
and odd in his way. 
He read a great 


deal, and occasionally getting hold of 
a little money would buy whisky. 


Hinson was 26 years old; weighed 


about 150 pounds; was five feet, five 
inches high. He had red hair, and for 
the last two months has been letting 
his beard grow. Now that it is known 
he was tlie true dynamiter, there are 
many people to be found who claim to 
have seen him on the nights of the ex- 
plosions. 


Mrs. Lou Heid is positive now that 


Hinson was the fellow she saw run from 
the school building, and the description 
she gave then tallies well with that of 
the 
suicide. 
Frank Doty, son of 


Theo. .Doty, also saw the same man 
but could not place him until the mo- 
ment he heard of the suicide, when it 
all came back to him. 


•complaint of neighbors to have him ad- 
juged insane. He would have been 
sent to the asylum inside of a week had 
not the whole thing dropped through 
as it did yesterday. 


A TIP TO SOHLESSINGER. 


Edward Schlessinger, the Cincinnati 


detective who came here and worked 
two weeks on the case, locked up Mc- 
Kee and drew $200 from the city for 
his services, has lost his reputation 
here, and the next time the city wants 
a detective, "Schlessy, old- boy, won't 
get the job. He never suspected Hin- 
son and will be surprised when he ge*s 
the clue the marshal sent him this 
morning. The authorities, however, 
the police and mayor believe the detec- 
tive to be honest in his belief that Mc- 
Kee -was the true dynamiter. 
They 


don't believe for an instant that any of 
that evidence or those notes were man- 
ufactured. 
Oh, no, but he has broken 


confidence with some other people., A 
morning paper publishes a beautiful 
"I told yon so" fake, claiming that 
another detective who worked on the 
case as a tramp had all but solved the 
mystery and was sure Hinsou, and not 
McKee was the guilty man. There is 
nothing in that story. 
Nobody sus- 


pected Hinson. 
' 


INQUEST AND POST-MORTEM. 
Coroner Davdiaou is now busy hold-

the inquest and 
will prob- 


ably give in his verdict of suicide 
this evening. No sensational facts 
were developed in the coarse of the cor- 
oner's investigations. The post-mortem 
was conducted last night by Drs. Fos- 
ter and Bing.

line steamer St. Louis, having on board 
Li Hung Chang, was sighted off Forge 
life-saving station at 9 o'clock Friday 
morning, and reached Sandy Hook light 
ship at 11 o'clock. 


Perparations for the reception of the 


famous Chinaman had been carefully 
arranged. 
' Major 
General Thomas 


Ruger. commander of the department 
of the East, as the personal represen- 
tative of President Cleveland, with his 
two staff officers, Major "George, W- 
Davis and Captain Mills; William \V. 
Rockhill, first assistant secretary of 
state, representing his department; 
tbe Chinese minister, Yang .Yu, and 
secretary: and the Chinese consul, Sze, 
boarded the United States 'dispatch 
boat Dolphin early in the morning and 
steamed down the bay to meet the am- 
bassador/ 
. 


The fleet presented a magnificent 


spectacle, the rays of the sun reflecting 
upon the highly polished railing- and 
protruding- gims with dazzling effect 
Admiral Bunee was in personal com- 
mand and at an early hour had the 
men down upon the deck ready to greet 
the national guest 
• 


At Quarantine .the -health officers' 


boat went alongside the St. Louis and 
Dr. Doty boarded her immediately after 
she passed the narrows. It was 1:45 
o'clock when the launch from the Dol- 
phin got alongside the gangway and 
the reception committee went aboard. 
The revenue cutter went alongside and 
a detachment of police from the police 
boat also boarded the steamship. 


After General Ruger and party had 


stepped aboard the St. Louis, they went 
immediately to the aft drawing room, 
where they were met by Vice President 
Wright, of the American line. 


Li was in his state room -and word 


was sent to him that the government 
representatives were ready to meet 
him. 
About the big liner were gath- 


ered crafts of every description, crowd- 
ed with people anxious to gut a 
glimpse. 


Coming byTort Wads worth a salute 


was fired. As the St. Louis passed 
through the warships, the flagship 
New York fired a salute of nineteen 
guns, which is the English lord high 
admiral's official recognition. Li Hung 
Chang, after a delay of 15 minutes, 
was conducted to the drawing1 room by 
Vice President Wright' and his inter- 
preter and secretary. He was at once 
presented to General linger, who said: 


"I am directed by the president of 


the United States to meet you and ex- 
tend to you the freedom of the nation. 
Ibid you welcome." The viceroy bowed 
his head and said: "i thank you for 
the courtesy." 


Li was dressed in that highest of 


Chinese distinctions, the famous yellow 
jacket with its accompanying orna- 
ment, the peacock feather, all of which 
the grand secretary was temporarily 
deprived of once because he did not 
manage the Chinese-Japanese war to 
the emperor's liking-. 
He wore a dark: 


blue brocaded surcoat, opening on to 
one of paler blue, which was turned 
aside to display the 
yellow riding 


jacket. This was completed by a crim- 
son skirt, which was profusely covered 
with floating designs.. 


Li was. formally presented to all 


present in the room, some dozen or 
more. 
He shook hands with them all. 


He was asked if he would like to slip 
out on the deck and look at the harbor 
as the ship sailed up, but he motioned 
that he preferred to sit down and talk 
with those present. General Kuger 
took a seat to his left and the interpre- 
ter to the right. 
The viceroy, in a 


democratic position, threw one knee 
over the other and began to ask ques- 
tions, He would like to know if the 
president of the republic was in New 
York. He was told that he was and 
that he would see him Saturday. 
To 


this the viceroy bowed bis head in ac- 
knowledgement. 


"The French people," said Li, sud- 


denly changing the subject, "tried to 
influence me to go home by way of 
Marseilles and the Suez canal, but I 
declined, telling them 1 wanted to visit 
the United States." 


Li talked freely with everybody in 


the room. 
When the steamer fame to 


Castle William o salute was iireil. The 
envoy asked what it was and seemed 
pleased when told it was in his honor. 
All along the water front crowds had 
gathered and cheer after chocr wont 
up in honor of the gn-:vt Li.

A., was in waiting to escort the envoy 
and his suite to the Hotel \Valclorf. 


Accompanying l*i Hung Chang is a 


suite befitting his exalted rank.

of the -uost noted members is Viscount 
Li, the ambassador's adopted son. in 
reality his nephew. 
Li f l u n g Chang 


adopted nim when he duspairvd of hav- 
ing- a son of his own. 
As a matter of 


fact, a .sou was afterwards born to him, 
who now accompanies lii.s father on the 
preset tonr. 


Lo Feng Luh is the most 
valuable 


member of the suite, for lie acts as Li's 
interpreter. 
He, too. is of hig-h rank 


and a thorough scholar. 
He was for- 


merly a naval officer, and now besides 
holding the appointment of first secre- 
tary to tbo viceroy, is one of the sub- 
governors of the province of Peli Chih- 
Li. He speaks English, French and 
German fluently. 


The progpram for Li Flung Chang's 


entertainment while In this country 
has been outlined, but of course is sub 
iect to the viceroy's personal wishes' 
Saturday h» will b» received by Pre«l 


dent Cleveland at the residence of the 
former secretary of the navy, William 
C. Whitney. The meeting will be of 
aid informal character. ; Several mem- 
bers of the cabinet will be present, but 
aa Li has to carry on conversation 
through an interpreter it is not likely 
that the visit will last long. 


On Sunday Earl Li will visit the tomb 


ol General Grant at Riverside On 
Monday Earl Li and his suite, accom- 
panied by Assistant Secretary of the 
N»*y McAdoo and W. W. RockhiU.first 
assistant secretary of state, represent- 
ing their respective departments, will 
board the Dolphin and pay a visit to 
the. fleet down the bay. He will be 
greeted with an admiral's salute,_ after 
•which h* will inspect e*ch ship in the 
fleet. Alter inspecting the ships _Li 
Hung Chang will return to the Dolphin, 
which will fly the Chinese ensign at 
the foremast and sail up the East 
river. The trip ended, the Dolphin 
will proceed to West Point. The earl 
will spend the day in an inspection of 
the United States military academy, 
under the immediate escort of Secre- 
tary Lamont'and Genaral Ruger. The 
cadets will give a cavalry drill on tne 
plain in the earl's honor after the dress 
parade. The earl will return to this 
city on the Dolphin. 


Tuesday Earl Li will he entertained 


at luncheon by the Merchants' club at 
3 o'clock in the afternoon. At 4 o'clock 
the earl, accompanied by several city 
officials, will g-o to the Union square 
and witness the turnout of the police, 
firemen and street cleaners. His visit 
to Chinatown follo.ws. In the evening 
the Chinese minister will give a dmner- 
ic honor of the earl at Delmonico's. 
Covers will be laid for 150. 
The menu 


will be printed in Chinese and English. 
All of the leading Chinese merchants 
will be invited to the dinner. 


Wednesday the earl will visit Brook- 


lyn as the guest of. the city. In the 
evening he will attend a drill and re- 
view of the Seventh regiment at its 
armory. .Thursday the earl will go to 
Philadelphia. 
Friday and Saturday 


will be spent in Washington and. Sun- 
day at Niagara Falls. 
At Niagara 


Falls he will be met by representatives 
of the Canadian government and offici- 
ally welcomed in the Dominion. It is 
expected that the party will visit Ot- 
tawa. They will then travel to Van- 
couver, arriving in time to embark on 
the steamship Empress of China on 
September 18. 
: The visit of Hi Hung Chang to the 
United States is of an unofficial char- 
acter. He lias no special mission from 
his emperor, although he bears an au- 
tograph letter from his royal highness 
to President Cleveland. The viceroy is 
simply taking-' advantage of his home- 
ward trip after the 'Moscow coronation 
ceremonies to see something of the 
western world. Old as he is, however, 
he is credited with a desire to institute 
drastic reforms in his native laud, and 
one of the reasons given for his present 
tour is his desire to obtain knowledge 
of the working of the governments of 
the different countries; to get a per- 
sonal glimpse into the inner life of 
Americans and Europeans, and to in- 
vestigate modern civilization. His first 
visit to this country will doubtless prove 
an interesting and instructive one to 
the great .Chinaman, for he has fre- 
quently expressed doubts of the won- 
derful stories told him of the advance 
in science, made by this nation. His 
visit to this country follows tours of 
Germany, France and England, where 
he was received with 
honors none 


greater than which could have been 
bestowed on a king. France has spent 
80,000 francs entertaining him, but En- 
gland has not yet figured up the cost. 
He may prefer the democratic style in 
which he will be entertained in this 
country, for, owing- to his age, he does 
not court pomp or_ceremony, and much 
prefers to be left to himself. 


In explanation of his visits to the 


different countries, the viceroy declares 
that while purely a personal one, it is 
'expressly, in the interestof peace, pros- 
perity and increased commercial rela- 
tionship of the western nations with 
China. 
Li is 75 years old. 
His health 


is not good, nor has it been improvec 
any by his long journey, with its in- 
terminable banquets and irksome pomp 
and ceremony. In physique he stands 
head and shoulders above the average 
height, of his countrymen, although a 
•decided stoop to his frame detracts 
from his giant figure. Standing erect 
he measures over six feet. 
Li has £ 


humorous face, but beams with intelli 
gence. He has a piercing eye, quick 
darting, which seems ,even in his old 
age to sparkle with mirth. 
He lias in 


indeed a powerful face, which, while ii 
tells of long years of labor and strug 
gle, can yet smile serenely. 


He is at all times calm, collected anc 


dignified in carriage. A single glance 
at him is sufficient to assure one that he 
is a personage of importance. Li has 
been called the Hisuiaruk of the east 
and tbe comparison is said to be no 
without its aptness, 
lie is not quite so 


tall as his celebrated German colleague 
nor are his shoulders so broad, and 
while Bismarck suggests the dragoon 
Li in his gokl-riniioed spectacles miglil 
be mistaken fora mciHcal doctor. 


Li Hung-Chang lias held almost even 


oflice of note in the Flowery kingdom 
For a generation he lias been vicerou 
of the metropolitan province of Chih 
Li and commissioner for northern trade 
He has also been grand secretary of the 
empire.
